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RITUALS AND CEREMONIES 
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As recommended by the Committee appointed at the First National Con- 
vention held at Topeka, Kansas, March 31-April 1, 1916. Approved by the 
members of the National Council. Revised Edition. 


INSTALLATION OF NEW CHAPTERS 


The National President shall appoint the Installing Officer, who shall be 
an Active member in good standing or a member of the National Council. 
The new chapter may ask the appointment, as Installation Officer, of any 
member of Pi Kappa Delta qualified as previously stated herein. The chap- 
ter to be installed shall pay the necessary travelling expenses and cost of 
entertainment of the Installing Officer. 

The new chapter should arrange for a banquet or dinner to follow the in- 
stallation ceremony with a list of appropriate after dinner speeches, as— 
Our College in Oratory, Our College in Debate, The Future of the Forensic 
Man, Welcome to Pi Kappa Delta, etc. It adds greatly to the interest and 
effectiveness of the installation for the members of the new chapter to in- 
vite friends to the banquet. Care should be taken, however, not to allow the 
occasion to degenerate into a frivolous social affair not in keeping with the 
purpose of the meeting. 

The president of the new chapter should go over the Installation ceremony 
carefully, commit his speeches and inform the members of the chapter as to 
their duties during the Installation ceremony. Whether he acts as toast- 
master or not, he should take charge of the meeting and introduce the In- 
stalling officer. 


THE INSTALLATION CEREMONY 


Address of President of Local Chapter 

Mr. , the officers and members of this temporary organization 
here assembled, consisting of (gives names of members) have made 
application to the National Council of Pi Kappa Delta praying that this 
organization be recognized as a chapter of Pi Kappa Delta, and the 
National Council has been pleased to grant them a Charter authorizing 
them to become the ——-— chapter of Pi Kappa Delta. They are now 
desirous that their Charter be conferred, their Certificates of Member- 
ship presented, and their officers installed in due form. For this 
reason they are now met, and await your pleasure as the representative 
of the National President of the Fraternity. 
(To the assembly) Ladies and Gentlemen, I now have the honor of in- 
troducing to you Mr. ——-—, a member (or an officer) of the ———— 
chapter of Pi Kappa Delta. 

The Installation officer takes the floor and makes a brief address per- 
taining to the history, the aims, ideals, and purposes of Pi Kappa Delta. The 
Installation officer will then proceed to conduct the initiation of the mem- 
bers, using the approved National Ritual, which follows: 
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INITIATION OF NEW MEMBERS 


The members of Pi Kappa Delta, all wearing black gowns, will assemble 
themselves in the form of a large triangle (with one open side); the Can- 
cellarius holding a lighted candle, at the top of the triangle; the Triangu- 
larius holding a lighted candle at the angle to the left of the Cancellarius; 
the Malleatorius, holding a lighted candle, at the angle to the right of the 
Cancellarius. The Triangularius will also hold in one hand a triangle (and 
the Malleatorius a representation of the Pi Kappa Delta key. The Cancel- 
larius shall hold a gavel.) Seats for the candidates, to the required number, 
will be placed (just outside of the lines of the triangle between the Mallea- 
torius and the Triangularius). The other brethren of the Order will seat 
themselves along the (other two) sides of the triangle. Two guards will 
remain without with the candidates and will blindfold them. 

When all is in readiness, let deep silence fall upon the Order. After a due 
pause, let the Malleatorius give three slow knocks upon the door to signify 
that all is in readiness. The guards without will reply with three soft 
knocks The Triangularius will open the door. The guards will lead the 
candidates slowly to their appointed places, after which they will take their 
places in the triangle. Silence will be observed for a little time, Then will 
follow in order: 


RITUAL OF INITIATION 


Cancellarius—Hear ye the words of the Philosopher. 

“Persuasion is the chief end of Rhetoric. The art of the lawyer, the 
art of the orator, and the art of the conversationalist, may be called in 
one word the art of Persuasion. This Persuasion, or faith, is one of the 
faculties of the soul.” 

“Yet hold it more humane, more heavenly, first, 
By winning words to conquer willing hearts, 
And make persuasion do the work of fear.” 

Malleatorius—Hear ye the words of the Poet: 

“A thing of Beauty is a joy forever; 

Its loveliness increases; it will never 

Pass into nothingness; but still will keep 

A bower quiet for us, and a sleep 

Full of sweet dreams, and health, and quiet breathing. 
“Beauty is truth, and truth beauty—that is all 

Ye know on earth, and all ye need to know.” 

Triangularius—Hear ye the words of the Sage: 

“Justice is a virtue of the soul distributing that which each person 
deserves. Justice is Truth in action. There is no virtue so truly great 
and godlike as Justice.” 

“But the sunshine aye shall light the sky, 
As round and round we run; 

Truth shall ever come uppermost, 
And Justice shall be done.” 

(At the conclusion of the reading of these passages, let there be a pause 
during which Malleatorius and Triangularius will remove the bandages from 
the eyes of the candidates.) 

Cancellarius—Brethren of our beloved Order, we are assembled for the 
purpose of receiving into our number these persons (naming them). 
That they may know better the high ideals for which our Order stands, 
let us rehearse in your and their presence some of its aims and purposes. 

Recognizing that in the instrument of speech man has been granted 
a wondrous power which from time immemorial he has exercised either 
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for the betterment of his fellows or for their destruction; and realizing 
the great influence that he wields and the deep responsibility resting 
upon him who possesses in high degree this power, it has seemed good 
to the founders of this Order to band together into one group such men 
(and women) in this our beloved Alma Mater as have demonstrated 
their ability to use effectively this gift, and such as at the same time 
by their walk and conversation have given evidence of sterling worth of 
character and of high ideals in life. 

Upon such as belong to the Order, therefore, rests the duty of further- 
ing within our collegiate halls, by all lawful means in their power, the 
advancement of those great arts of speech practiced in high perfection 
down through the ages. Upon us rests the obligation of raising high 
standards and of maintaining worthy ideals; of promoting the spirit of 
fair play and broad-mindedness in all our relations; and of being to our 
own best selves true that we may not then be false to any man. 

Il have spoken. 

Brethren—Thou hast spoken. 

Malleatorius (addressing the candidates)—-Ye have heard from the most 
eminent, the Cancellarius, of the high ideals of our Order, and of the 
deep responsibilities resting upon those who take the vows of entrance 
into its ranks. Is it, therefore, your desire to be initiated further into 
the mysteries and into the full membership of the Order? 

Candidates—That is our desire. 

Triangularius (addressing the candidates)—-Most eminent and worthy Can- 
cellarius, having duly investigated, I am satisfied as to the sound 
principles and high ideals of this neophyte (or these neophytes), and 
have found in his (or their) past conduct evidence of fitness for mem- 
bership in our Order. Therefore, I do hereby present them to you for 
initiation into our most solemn mysteries and to take the vow required 
for membership. 

(Triangularius and Malleatorius bring the candidates forward.) 

Cancellarius—Brethren of our Order, ye have heard how these persons 
have been (questioned by our brother Malleatorius and) commended 
to us by (our brother) Triagularius. If any one of you knows any just 
reason why these persons should not be admitted to our Order, let him 
speak now or forever hold his peace. 

(Pause. If there be no objection, Cancellarius will proceed.) 

Cancellarius—Attend, then, and repeat this vow of obligation and allegi- 
ance to Pi Kappa Delta: 

I, ——-—, in the presence of the Great Unseen, and these my visible 
witnesses, solemnly vow upon my sacred honor that I will at all times 
cheerfully abide by the constitution and the rules and regulations of Pi 
Kappa Delta; that I will neglect no reasonable opportunity to promote 
forensic endeavor; that I will be fair, honest, and courteous toward all 
rivals and opponents; that I will work in every laudable way to further 
the interests of Pi Kappa Delta; that I will cherish its members in bonds 
of friendship; and that I will ever strive in a manner worthy of the high 
ideals of character which it represents. 

Cancellarius—Brethren of our noble Order, the neophytes have spoken the 
vow of obligation. 

Brethren—They have spoken. 

Cancellarius—Hear, now, from our brother Triangularius, the mystery of 
the triangle, of the three candies, and of the three letters. 

Triangularius—Attend, O neophytes. The first candle and letter signify 
“Peitho”, or the art of Persuasion, that greatest of arts wielded by the 
tongue of man. In joining our Order you do pledge yourself to use your 
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influence to promote the arts of human speech, more especially in this 
your Alma Mater, for the edifying of your fellows and for the well-being 
of the community. 

The second candle and letter signify “Kale”, or beautiful, a word which 
reminds us of Beauty, the greatest of all arts, the ideal whose ultimate 
realization will be found only in Heaven. In joining our Order you do 
pledge yourself, so far as in you lies, to strive after this ideal in your 
life and in your work, and to help those who likewise strive. 

The third candle and letter signify “Dikaia’, or Just, a word which 
reminds us of Justice. In joining our Order you do pledge yourself to 
stand for fair play and broadmindedness, and to promote that spirit as 
far as your influence may extend. 

Hear ye further the significance of the triangle. The triangle is in 
architectural art the symbol of strength and endurance, in musical art 
an instrument of beauty and harmony, and in mathematical science a 
design, just and accurate. To the members of Pi Kappa Delta the tri- 
angle symbolizes the strength and endurance of ovr Order, the beauty 
and harmony of its fellowship, and the just and accurate design upon 
which it honors the followers of persuasion. Behold the brethren of Pi 
Kappa Delta stand before you and represent the triangle You stand 
without the triangle, but in becoming a member of Pi Kappa Delta you 
are admitted into it. 

I have spoken. 

Brethren—Thou hast spoken. 

Cancellarius—-The mysteries of the _ three letters Pi Kappa Delta, the 
initial letters of “Peitho Kale Dikaia’’, the Greek phrase signifying the 
art of persuasion, beautiful and just, and of the triangle have now been 
revealed in your hearing. Attend again and hear from our brother 
Malleatorius the signification and deep symbolism of our key. 

Malleatorius—Attend, O neophytes.--This, the key, as ye well know, is 
that which unlocks or opens, so in our high Order it is symbolic of the 
fact that the forensic endeavor which we promote opens, to those who 
engage therein, the door of opportunity to enter upon a broader, fuller 
life, and to use their influence toward the realization of high ideals. 

The parts of the key have also deep significance. Mark ye this well. 

The ring is a symbol of Unity, of the bond of brotherhood. By it we 
are drawn together in truest friendship, being thereby given strength 
to accomplish things which none can do alone. The ring also symbol- 
izes eternity, signifying that the influence of endeavor toward high 
ideals can never die. 

The upper set which denotes the order to which a brother belongs 
is symbolic of Coherence. By this symbol are our actions harmoni- 
ously co-ordinated. 

The Eye, the emblem of vision, is the symbol of Clearness, an essen- 
tial quality in those arts which we practice and uphold. It also has 
deep fraternal meaning. As brethren it means that we endeavor to 
see eye to eye with one another, and that we cultivate that sympathy 
and breadth of mental and spiritual vision which will lead us individually 
and corporately to a higher plane of thought and action. Inasmuch as 
the Diamond is the brightest and clearest of all gems, it is fitting that it 
should be worn only by those who have farthest advanced in our great 
Order. 

The heavy Point denotes Emphasis. It further signifies that we, the 
brethren of this Order, do endeavor, so far as in us lies, to emphasize 
those things for which the Order stands. 

Hence you see that in this our key we have united all those qualities 
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which are the foundation stones of the Art of Rhetoric as expounded 
by that Ancient Sage of Greece, Aristotle—may his name be held in 
veneration by our Order. Ye do likewise understand that these sym- 
bols relate most weightily to ourselves as brethren of the Order, and 
that he who pronounces the vows of Pi Kappa Delta highly resolves 
to live his life in accordance with its ideals. 

1 have spoken. 

Brethren—Thou hast spoken. 

Cancellarius—Do ye understand, then, the high ideals and aims of Peitho 
Kale Dikaia, to which you have vowed allegiance? 

Candidates—We do. 

(They drop on one knee, holding both hands out with palms upward. Can- 
cellarius comes down. Triangularius and Malleatorius go to right and left 
of Cancellarius. They give the triangle and the gavel to Cancellarius, who 
lays them on the open hands of candidate and then placing tips of fingers on 
candidate’s shoulders says: ) 

Cancellarius—Finally, brother, whatsoever things are true, whatsoever 
things are honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever things are 
pure, whatsoever things are lovely, whatsoever things are of good 
report; if there be any virtue, and if there be any praise, think on these 
things. 

(Taking the triangle in his left hand he holds it above candidate’s head, 
and with gavel in his right hand, he touches candidate's left shoulder, saying, 
“Peitho”; touching his head, he says “Kale’’; touching his right shoulder, he 
says “Dikaia.”’ He then gives gavel to Triangularius, and crossing his hands 
grasps candidate by both hands and helps him to his feet, saying: ) 

Rise, ————., I greet thee as my brother and as a brother (or as a 
member) of the Order of Peitho Kale Dikaia. I have spoken. 

Brethren—Thou hast spoken. 

Cancellarius (after all candidates are upon their feet)—Brethren of the 
Order, welcome this brother (these brethren) and give him (them) the 
double handshake of love and honor. I have spoken. 

Brethren—Thou hast spoken. 

Triangularius and Malleatorius take each new brother around to each of 
the brethren for greeting and the double handshake, repeating Peitho, 
Kale, Dikaia. The double handshake is given with the hands crossed, 
three times, repeating the words “Peitho, Kale, Dikaia” at each shake. 
The grip may be taught at this time. In giving it, two members in shak- 
ing hands extend their index fingers up to one another's wrists, giving 
with these fingers three slight taps. They then take the new members back 
to a seat. 


Following the initiation of the members of the new chapter the Installa- 
tion officer proceeds with the following installation ceremony: 
Installing Officer—Brethren of Pi Kappa Delta, there now devolves upon 
me the duty of installing in (name of school) a chapter of our Order. 
Let the members of the prospective chapter form a triangle. Installation 
officer stands at apex of triangle. 
Installing Officer—Is it your desire as students of (mame of school) to 
have this Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta established in your institution? 
Answer—It is. 
Installing Officer—Is the establishment of such an organization in accord 
with the wishes of the duly constituted authorities of your institution? 
Answer—It is. 
Installing Officer—Do you hereby promise loyally and faithfully: to sup- 
port this chapter and the organization as a whole? 
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Answer—We do. 
Installing Officer—Then will ye reply to the following obligations with 
the words, “This we here highly resolve.” 


RITUAL OF INSTALLATION 


Installing Officer—We, as members of Pi Kappa Delta, will strive to 
promote the highest ideals of forensic art. 

Answer—This we here highly resolve. 

Installing Officer—-We will be courteous, generous and fair toward all 
opponents, even though they be not so to us. 

Answer—This we here highly resolve. 

installing Officer—We realize the responsibility resting upon those who 
are given the talent of speech and shall strive to fulfill it. 

Answer—This we here highly resolve. 

Installing Officer—We will be loyal to our Order and to our own institu- 
tion of learning, and will strive to make our Order serve the highest 
interests of that institution. 

Answer—This we here highly resolve. 

Installing Officer—We shall strive to promote within the Order Unity, 
Coherence, Emphasis, Cooperation, and the spirit of brotherhood. 

Answer—This we here highly resolve. 

Installing Officer—-We shall strive in our own lives for high ideals of 
character and conduct, and quietly, unobtrusively, and unostenta- 
tiously to influence others by them. 

Answer—This we here highly resolve. 

Installing Officer—Upon this, your acceptance of the Obligation of Pi 
Kappa Delta, and upon your solemn pledge to support it throughout 
your lives, I, by virtue of the power within me vested, as the represen- 
tative of the National Organization, declare and pronounce you mem- 
bers in good standing of the (name of state, followed by the Greek 
letter denoting the number of the chapter, e. g., Oklahoma Beta) 
Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta, and extend to you one and all the greetings 
of all the other chapters and members, together with this charter and 
these certificates of membership, signed by the National President and 
Secretary. 

(If any of the new member's keys are ready they will be conferred at this 


time. The Installing Officer will proceed as follows: ) 


It now becomes my duty to confer upon you the right to the special 
insignia of Pi Kappa Delta, which it is the privilege, if not the duty, of 
all members in good standing to wear. The key of Pi Kappa Delta is 
intended, as you know, to carry upon its face the record of your 
achievement and honor in intercollegiate forensics. The privilege of 
wearing the jewelled key of rank and honor is the highest distinction 
that Pi Kappa Delta can confer upon you, for it sets you apart as indi- 
viduals worthy of the attention, honor and respect of your fellow stu- 
dents and fellow men. Let none of you esteem this privilege lightly or 
slur the dignity of this badge by permitting it to pass from your pos- 
session, or to be worn by a person ineligible to its distinction. Guard 
well the honor of the key of Pi Kappa Delta, and may you here highly 
resolve at all times to live up to the high honor and distinction which 
the possession of such an emblem of scholarship and achievement con- 
fers upon you. 

(The Installing Officer at this time presents each member with his key, 
calling each by name and giving the class, order or orders, and degree in Pi 
Kappa Delta represented by the key. The temporary president now intro- 
duces the president that the chapter has previously chosen to be installed 
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as the first officer under the national organization. Installing officer will 
then proceed to install president.) 





INSTALLATION OF OFFICERS—LOCAL CHAPTER 
1. PRESIDENT 


Installing Officer—Mr. ——-—, as you have been duly selected by your 

fellow members to become the president of this, the $$$ 
Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta, it becomes my duty to present for your con- 
sideration in all seriousness the responsibility of the position you are 
now about to assume. Upon you, in a large degree, rests the success 
and the welfare of your chapter as a chapter in Pi Kappa Delta during 
your term of office, and it is you that will be held responsible. In the 
light of these facts, it is my duty and my high privilege to administer 
to you the oath of the highest office your chapter can confer upon you, 
and to require of you that you shall administer the same oath of office 
to your successor and charge upon him that same duty in the name of 

Pi Kappa Delta. 


THE OATH OF OFFICE 


I, ——-—,, in the presence of these, my brethren of the ——-— Chapter 
of Pi Kappa Delta, who bear me witness, do solemnly promise and ob- 
ligate myself to carry out and perform to the best of my knowledge 
and ability the provisions of the National Constitution of Pi Kappa 
Delta, and of the local constitution of the —--—— Chapter; to promote 
as fully as possible the aims and purposes of this organization; to be 
loyal and obedient to the National Council of the Order; and to serve 
in the capacity of president of this Chapter as faithfully as lies within 
my power, dealing justly and impartially, without fear or favor, and 
striving at all times to stimulate and maintain the spirit of cooperation 
and brotherhoood among the chapters of this our Order. 

Installing officer now pronounces president installed. 


OTHER OFFICERS 


Installing officer calls upon other officers to rise and take the oath 
of office. 


THE OATH OF OFFICE FOR OTHER OFFICERS 


We, the officers of the ——-— Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta, do hereby 
solemnly promise our allegiance to the president and members of this 
Chapter, and to the National Organization, and we obligate ourselves to 
perform faithfully the duties that shall devolve upon us during our term 
of office; and we further engage to do all in our power to advance the 
interests of Pi Kappa Delta in every honorable way. 

(installing officer pronounces officers duly installed.) 


CLOSING SPEECH OF INSTALLING OFFICER 


Finally, let me call to your mind once more the noble thoughts em- 
bodied in our motto, “Peitho Kale Dikaia,” the art of persuasion, beau- 
tiful and just. May it be said of us, as the poet said of one, that we are 
those “in whom persuasion and belief had ripened into faith and faith 
become a passionate institution.” 

May we remember that “the beautiful rests on the foundations of 
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the necessary,” and may we pray the prayer of Socrates, “Grant me to 
become beautiful in the inner man.” 
And may we ever recall that there is no virtue so truly great and 
godlike as justice. 
Whoever fights, whoever falls, 
Justice conquers evermore. 
May this Chapter of our Order be a bright and a shining light in 
showing the whole Order how to live and promote these ideals. 
I have spoken. 


SUGGESTED PLEDGE CEREMONY 


(The following ceremony may be performed by an officer of the local chap- 
ter accompanied by one or more members of the chapter.) 


Officer—Mr. .......... , by virtue of your interest and participation in 
forensic work in this institution you have been invited to join the honor- 
ary forensic society known as Pi Kappa Delta. We understand that you 
have expressed your willingness to accept this invitation. Is our under- 
standing in this respect correct? 


Candidate—It is. 


Officer—Previous to the final ceremony of initiation, it is customary in this 
Order, as in many other orders, for the neophyte to remain for a period 
of time in the condition of a pledge. In this condition, like the squires 
of old who had to endure trials which should determine their worthi- 
ness to be initiated into the mysteries of knighthood, he may be re- 
quired to do the bidding of members of our Order and to submit to tests 
of fidelity, intelligence, disposition and character. Are you, therefore, 
willing during such a period to submit yourself to all reasonable behests 
of the Order? 


Candidate—I am. 


Officer—In token of this willingness, I do here attach to you this ribbon 
which is to be worn by you on all public occasions until the time when 
you are finally initiated into our Order; (Officer pins the pledge ribbon 
to lapel of candidate’s coat) and I hereby greet you as a pledge of the 
honorary forensic society of Pi Kappa Delta. 


(Note: If the local chapter holds a mock initiation in addition to the real 
one, it is earnestly requested that it be separated in time sufficiently from 
the serious initiation that the dignity and beauty of the latter be not im- 
paired.) 

GENERAL INFORMATION 

The colors of Pi Kappa Delta shall be cherry red and white, 

The official flower of Pi Kappa Delta shall be the red carnation. 

The official pennant shall embody the name of the college of each chapter 
and of our Order. 

The coat of arms of the Order is as follows: Ona shield shall be engraved 
a triangle, under the triangle the letters Pi Kappa Delta (in Greek), with 
a pen crosswise of the triangle and a sword beneath the pen, showing the 
dominance of the pen over the sword. 

The Pi Kappa Delta key shall not be made up into fraternity jewelry, such 
as stick pins, cuff buttons, or the like. Members may wear the key as a 
pendant from a chain or fob or as a lavaliere. 


Every chapter is recommended to use Pi Kappa Delta letterheads for cor- 
respondence. 
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Suggestions and Recommendations of the National 


Ritual Committee 


In the formation of these rituals, the committee has endeavored to remain 
carefully within its authority, but it desires to recommend for the considera- 
tion of the National Council a few matters of importance. 

1. It is recommended that in the case of the installation of a new chapter, 
the installing officer shall be allowed to choose two assistants from nearby 
chapters, and that they accompany him and aid him in the installation and 
initiation ceremony. 

2. That in the matter of members at large, the persons elected should be 
urged to visit the nearest chapter of Pi Kappa Delta where they may be 
initiated according to the full ceremony, or that in case they merely fill out 
the obligation blanks the same shall be witnessed before a notary public 
or in the presence of two members of Pi Kappa Delta. Individual members 
of Pi Kappa Delta or unorganized groups of members of the Order may be 
authorized by the National President to initiate members at large. Any 
such may be initiated by a national officer. 

To the local chapters of the Fraternity, the committee recommends: 

1. That some pledging ceremony be observed. 

2. That in the use of the initiation ritual and installation ceremony for 
officers to be used annually by the chapter, every reasonable effort should 
be made to make the ceremony as solemn as possible, and that no jests or 
“horse play’ shall be closely associated with the actual ceremony. 

The committee also recommends certain features, the use of which is 
optional with the local chapter. 

That the candidates be brought into the room blindfolded. 

That the room be darkened except for the three candles. 

That all members wear black robes or gowns. 

That a symbol of representation of the Pi Kappa Delta key, some ten or 
fifteen inches long, be made of brass, wood, or cardboard and used in the 
ceremony, especially to make plainer the key lecture.

In the light of this 
fact, it is my duty and my privilege to administer to you the oath of the 
highest office that Pi Kappa Delta can confer upon you, and to require 
of you that you shall administer the same oath of office to your suc- 
cessor and charge upon him that same duty in the name of Pi Kappa 
Delta. 


OATH OF OFFICE 


I, ———, in the presence of these my brethren in Pi Kappa Delta 
who bear me witness, do solemnly promise and obligate myself to carry 
out and perform to the best of my knowledge and ability the provisions 
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of the National Constitution of Pi Kappa Delta, to promote as fully as

We, the officers of the National Council of Pi Kappa Delta, do hereby 
solemnly promise our allegiance to the National President of this our 
Order, and we obligate ourselves to perform faithfully the duties that 
devolve upon us during our term of office; and we further engage to do 
all in our power to advance the interests of Pi Kappa Delta in every 
honorable way. 

(Installing officer pronounces officers duly installed.)

Women’s teams from Kansas State College and Kansas University are to 
debate next spring. 


Women’s literary societies at Simpson College have been debating the 
League of Nations question. 


Henry L. Marsh, of Iowa Epsilon, has published and copyrighted a student 
directory of Morningside College. 


For the South Dakota State Oratorical Contest, experts from outside 
of the state are to be chosen as judges. 


Dr. Hilton Ira Jons of Oklahoma Alpha has been delivering a series of 
lectures in the high schools of the state. 


Three prizes are given to the winners of the annual home oratorical con- 
test at Morningside College. They are $50, $15, and $10. 


The Gilson Players at the Kansas State Normal have reorganized this 
year. They plan to repeat their former success, “The Servant in the 
House.” 


South Dakota State College meets in debate this year Dakota Wesleyan, 
Huron, North Dakota Aggies, and Montana State. Its academy engages 
in a pentagonal debate with other academies in the state, 


Leon Hickman, of Morningside, won the $50 prize offered in the Home 
Oratorical and by virtue of this represents his college in the district and 
state contests. “Woodrow Wilson” was the subject of his oration. 


The Oklahoma A. and M. in connection with the better English campaign 
staged an exceedingly clever stunt at an assembly early in November. It 
will be remembered that last year a similar assembly program was given. 


Carlton College this vear dehates Grinnell, Cornell, Beloit, and Knox 
The question selected is: “Resolved, That the Esch-Cummins bill is a 
satisfactory solution of the railroad problem.” Within the last ten years 
Carleton has lost but one debate. 
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REPRINT OF THE RITUAL 


The great growth within the past nine months of the chapter roll of Pi 
Kappa Delta has necessitated the reprint of the Ritual which takes up the 
greater part of this number. As the Ritual Committee appointed at the 
third biennial convention at Sioux City had no very decided changes to 
recommend, we have reprinted the Ritual in substantially the same form as 
it was when approved by the first convention at Topeka. A number of re- 
visions have been made and a few directions have been added. The latter 
indicate methods employed in some of the chapters and may be helpful in 
the proper performance of the ceremony. To the Ritual have been added 
some details of information and also a suggested pledge ceremony. A num- 
ber of chapters have asked for such a ceremony. None has as yet been 
presented to a national convention for approval. This ceremony may be 
used by such chapters as care to employ it; and if it proves satisfactory, 
some modification of it may be presented to the next convention for definite 
action by the whole society. On account of the space required for the Ritual 
a great deal of interesting material has had to be withheld until the next 
issue, We have omitted “Exchanges” and “Questions and Answers.” We 
have several pictures of chapters for the next number and also some excel- 
lent contributions. 


INSTALLATIONS 
: 
The Illinois Gamma Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta was installed on October 
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27th in Carthage College, Carthage, by Brother Leland Spalding of the Iowa 
Zeta chapter. The chapter began with a membership of eight. After the 
installation there was held a banquet at which students interested in de- 
bate and several members of the faculty were present. The president of the 
new chapter, Mr. Lloyd Yepsen, acted as toastmaster. Mr. Spalding in a short 
speech set forth the aims of Pi Kappa Delta, and several Carthage students 
and faculty members made spirited talks. 

On Friday evening November 12th, Brother Floyd Hawkins of Kansas 
Gamma installed the Kansas Eta chapter of Pi Kappa Delta in Kansas 
Wesleyan University at Salina. In this case also a banquet was a feature 
of the occasion and was attended by students and members of the faculty 
interested in forensic work. A chapter was granted to Kansas Wesleyan at 
the first convention but owing to faculty objection—largely the result of 
misunderstanding—the chapter was never installed. 


NEW CHAPTERS GRANTED AND PETITIONS RECEIVED 


Our last number mentioned the granting of chapters to Wofford College in 
South Carolina, to the Bradley Polytechnic in Peoria, Illinois, and to Mon- 
tana Wesleyan in Helena. Since then a chapter, to be known as Ohio Alpha, 
has been granted to Baldwin-Wallace in Berea; and petitions have been re- 
ceived from Heidelberg University, Tiffin, Ohio, from Georgetown College, 
Georgetown, Kentucky, from Central College, Fayette, Missouri, and from 
the Montana A. & M. College, Bozeman. Inquiries which will in some cases 
undoubtedly lead to petitions have been received from several other insti- 
tutions. We are sure that the members of Pi Kappa Dlta will feel that this 
phenomenal growth is most encouraging.

Our National Treasurer is Chairman of a course in Orientation which is 
being given to the freshmen of C. A. C. Recently Professor Westfall spoke 
to the class upon working one’s way through college. 


The Phreno-Cosmian of Oct. 28 prints a most interesting letter from Ken- 
neth Harkness, graduate member of South Dakota Alpha, who wrote some 
eight hundred miles south of the equator on his way to South Africa. 


California Alpha is giving a play after Christmas. The chapter is to be 
assisted by members of the recently installed chapter of Theta Alpha Phi, 
of which Horace Cushing, a member of Pi Kappa Delta, is president. 


The academies of Sioux Falls, Yankton, and South Dakota State colleges 
have a triangular debate. Sioux Falls college offers twenty-five dollars in 
prizes known collectively as the Allen Prize for the three best academy 
debaters. 


Eldon Shoup and Kelsey Gardner, graduate members of Kansas Beta, are 
attending Harvard this year, and Lowell Berry the University of Chicago. 
Fred Fagg and Raymond Untereiner, of California Alpha, are also at 
Harvard. 


The Washburn Review of October 13 announces the marriage of Miss 
Flora Harrington, graduate member of Kansas Beta, to Mr. Warren Young, 
of New York. Mrs. Young was one of the most brilliant women debaters 
in Kansas. 


The Oklahoma A. & M. debaters are working on the proposition: “Re- 
solved: That the Federal Government should enact legislation embodying 
the principles of the Kansas law for the settlement of labor disputes in pub- 
lic utilities.” 


Otto Birr, graduate member of Wisconsin Alpha, as assistant principal 
of the Shawano high school, not content with coaching a state champion- 
ship debate team last winter, is this fall directing the efforts of a successful 
football team. 


Theta Alpha Phi, the honorary dramatic fraternity has installed a chapter 
at Huron College. Professor J. R. Pelsma, formerly of the Oklahoma Alpha 
chapter, but now at the Pittsburg Normal in Kansas, is grand secretary of 
Theta Alpha Phi. : 


Fred Fagg of California Alpha won the Japanese Oratorical Contest, held 
last June at the Southern Branch of the University of California in Los An- 
geles. The same contest was won the year before by Raymond Untereiner 
of the same chapter. 
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The South Dakota Annual State Oratorical contest will be held at Yank- 
ton on February 18; the District contest, at Fargo, North Dakota, on April 
1; and the National contest, later, at Mitchell, South Dakota, where Dakota 
Wesleyan will be its host. 


Attorney A. D. Sutherland, of Fond du Lac, graduate member of Wiscon- 
sin Alpha, has been selected to teach a new course in Commercial Law 
in the continuation school of that city. He was graduated from Ripon in 
1913 and studied law at Harvard.

At certain periods in the day 
a special librarian is in attendance. 


The Freshmen of Huron College accepted the challenge of the Sophomores 
to a debate. This debate was the first of a series of inter-class and inter- 
society debates which constitute the program of preparation for the inter- 
collegiate debates. The Freshmen won. 


George B. Wolstenholme was elected president of the Colby Debating 
Society. Colby has a triangular debate with Tufts and Clark, Chapel de- 
bates are held at least every two weeks in order to stimulate interest in de- 
bating. A general debate follows the main debate. 


Royal Johnson, a former student of Yankton, has offered a $25 prize 
which he won while attending that institution to the students of Yankton 
for stimulating forensic activities. The money will probably be used to 
finance a cup for inter-class or society debate or oratory. 


The Kansas State Agricultural College debate season opens on January 14 
with a women’s debate against the Kansas State Normal on the proposi- 
tion: “Resolved, That the United States by appropriate legislation should 
prohibit all further immigration of Japanese to this country.” 


Last spring Delbert Scruby, graduate member of South Dakota Beta, 
established what is to be known as the Delbert Scruby Prize, which consists 
of a Pi Kappa Delta key for each man and woman who wins first place in 
the debate tryouts. This action should do much to stimulate interest in 
debate. 


The following are some of the Colby College forensic events: Jan. 21, 
Sophomore Declamation; Feb. 4, Murray Prize Debate; March 11, Goodwin 
Prize Speaking Contest; May 5, Hallowell Prize Speaking Contest; May 6, 
Lyford Interscholastic Prize Speaking Contest; May 20, Hamlin Prize 
Speaking Contest. 


Washburn women debaters are to meet the College of Emporia and 
Southwestern women on the proposition: ‘Resolved, That the federal 
government should adopt legislation embodying the principles of the 
Kansas Court of Industrial Relations for the settlement of labor disputes 
in public utilities.” 


Leon Hickman, Morningside’s phenomenal debater, gave in the Collegian 
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Reporter of October 22 a feature article “doping out” possible chances 
of the respective teams in the coming inter-society debates. Interest at 
Morningside is running high because of the trip to the Pacific Coast which 
is to be taken in the late winter. 


The South Dakota colleges have selected as the question for their men’s 
debates that of the Repeal of the State Constitutional Amendment providing 
for the Initiative and Referendum; for the women, that of Consolidation of 
the Schools of the State, The men are to employ the three judge system; 
the women, the one judge system. 


Zeta Kappa Psi, women’s honorary forensic society, held its first national 
convention at Manhattan, Kansas, on November 19th and 20th. This society 
was founded at K. S. A. C. in 1914. Zeta Kappa Psi has chapters at the 
Kansas State Agricultural College, Oregon University, Minnesota Univer- 
sity, and Iowa State Teachers’ College. 


The Student Body of the University of Redlands has been presented by 
the Redlands Chamber of Commerce with three trophies in celebration of 
signal successes won by representatives of the Student Body. One was 
presented to the debating team which defeated Morningside College at the 
Convention and also Stanford University on the return trip. 


Eureka College has an unusually large number of requests for debates 
this season. It generally debates Illinois Wesleyan, James Milliken, and 
Bradley Polytechnic. This year Ripon, Carthage, Hedding, lowa Wesleyan. 
St. Viator, and Culver-Stockton have asked for debates. It will be impos- 
sible to meet all of these institutions, but Eureka contemplates undertaking 
the heaviest schedule in its history. 


Huron College has a new head of the department of Public Speaking in 
Professor McGrew, formerly of Northwestern University. He is offering a 
special course in debating. Roy Knapp has been elected forensic manager 
and Herman Sweet president of the South Dakota Beta chapter. These two 
men, together with Professor McGrew, will undoubtedly let us hear from 
Huron College in forensics this season, 


Professor Gaylord Ramsey, of Yankton, has been stirring up enthusiasm 
for forensics in that institution. A most encouraging number of both men 
and women have answered the call. Yankton is a member of the state 
pentangular men’s debate. Her women debate Sioux Falls and Dakota 
Wesleyan. Besides the state oratorical, Yankton has two of her own 
contests, the Nordness and the Lay oratoricals. 


The Sioux Falls Stylus of November 10 announces a college assembly to be 
taken charge of by the local chapter of Pi Kappa Delta. A curiosity- 
provoking “Bill of Fare” is announced, with Mr. J. D. Coon, our National 
Counsel, as “Chief Cook.” The same issue runs a cut of Oliver Nelson, 
Vice-President of the chapter. South Dakota Epsilon seems to have been 
making its presence felt in a most commendable manner. 


Stuart Yantis is captain of the Westminster debating teams this year, The 
Westminster schedule includes debates with Central, Central Wesleyan, and 
Washington University at St. Louis. The Missouri Alpha men hope also to 
debate William Jewell and Park. They are trying to secure a debate with 
Harvard when she comes west to debate Washington. Westminster under 
Coach McCluer has a record of 26 victories out of 32 debates. 
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Professor G. Rowland Collins, Debate Coach of New York University and 
charter member of Minnesota Alpha, was initiated in New York on 
December 4th by members of the Pi Kappa Delta colony at Columbia Uni- 
versity. The National President had authorized Brother E. W. Frost, 
graduate member of Kansas Gamma, and Brothers French and Beck, 
graduate members of Oklahoma Alpha, to perform the ceremony. 


Early in October, representatives of the five colleges in South Dakota 
which have chapters of Pi Kappa Delta held their Annual State Forensic 
meeting for the purpose of definitely arranging matters for the inter-colle- 
giate debates and oratorical contests for the coming year, Mr. J. D. Coon, 
National Counsel for Pi Kappa Delta, presided over the meeting which was 
characterized by the general spirit of friendliness and co-operation. 


The December 2 issue of the Phreno Cosmian contains a stirring letter 
from Lloyd Rising of the class of 1918. He makes an appeal for greater 
enthusiasm in matters oratorical which should certainly produce results, 
coming as it does from a man with Brother Rising’s forensic record. He 
represented Wesleyan three times in four years and in his senior year won 
the State, District, and then the National contest in the “Old Line.” 


A prize of $25 is offered to the winner of the Fowler Extempore Contest 
at the University of Redlands. The general subject this year is Immigra- 
tion. Five days before the special topics will be posted on the bulletin 
board. Four hours previous to the contest the contestants will draw for 
their subjects. Each student is allowed ten minutes in which to talk and 
all the notes he can put on one three by five card. At least four contestants 
must be entered. 


The English department of the Kansas State Agricultural College has 
offered a prize to the team winning an intersociety debate tournament at 
that institution. There are eight literary societies competing. The literary 
societies offer a silver loving cup to the winning society. The Iowa and the 
Kansas Aggies, who were to have debated this fall on the Progressive 
Land Tax, have changed the date of their debates to next January and 
their question to that of Japanese Exclusion. 


The following is Dakota Wesleyan’s forensic schedule for this year: 
Academy Inter-society Debates, Dec. 6; Upper Iowa Dual Debate, Dee. 11; 
Women’s Inter-society Debates, January 7; Home Oratorical, January 14; 
Inter-academy Debates, January 21; Men’s Inter-society Debates, Jan. 28; 
Girls’ Inter-collegiate Debates, Feb. 11; State Oratorical, Feb. 18; Men’s 
Inter-collegiate Debates, March 11; Women’s Declamatory Contest, Date 
given later; Case Oratorical Contest, Date given later. 


At Whittier College, enthusiasm in oratory and debate was promoted by 
a forensic assembly. yerald Kepple, a member of the National General 
Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta, mentioned the important part that oratory has 
played in the world’s history. A snappy debate was one of the features of 
the program. Just before the presidential election a political debate was 
given as the assembly program. This type of assembly program is doing 
much to stimulate interest in debate in Whittier College. 


On December 6 the first of series of debates held under the auspices of 
the Colby Debating Society took place in the College Chapel. First a formal 
debate was held upon the proposition: Resolved, That any man elected to 
a legislative body in the United States shall be permitted to hold his office 
in such body irrespective of his political affiliations. Following the main

debate a general debate was held on the topic: “Resolved, That the honor 
system in examinations should be adopted in Colby College.” 


The University of Redlands commenced its debate season about the end 
of October with a debate in the First Baptist church on the Alien Land Law. 
This was a prize contest, the winners receiving fifty dollars and the losers 
twenty-five. Both teams contributed their winnings to the Forensic fund 
to help send a debate team to Arizona. Redlands debates Whittier College, 
the University of Arizona, and Morningside College this season. A Fresh- 
Soph debate, a Frosh debate with Pomona College, the Fowler Extempore 
contest, and the Jones Oratorical give Redlands a full schedule for this 
season. 


The first inter-society contest of the year at the South Dakota State Col- 
lege was held on December 9. It consisted of an oration and two extem- 
poraneous speeches from each of three men’s societies. Carl Bemies won the 
oratorical contest and George Vold the speaking contest. These socities 
hold three contests in the year. The second one is a debating contest and 
the third one consists of essays and declamations. The society winning the 
largest number of points for the year will be awarded a cup which if won 
for three consecutive years becomes the permanent property of the society 
winning it. 


About the beginning of November the debaters of Ripon College began 
a series of fifteen debates to determine who out of the eighteen aspirants 
for the intercollegiate debate team should be selected. The group was 
divided into six single teams, divided as equally as possible with the slight 
knowledge of the ability of the new men. The debates were to be held 
every week on Tuesdays and Fridays. They were to be judged by faculty 
men and by citizens of Ripon. Individual ratings were given on the basis 
of which the final selection is to be made. Restriction of Immigration was 
the topic discussed. 


Washburn expects to meet in debate this season Colorado College, 
Nebraska Wesleyan, College of Emporia, and Southwestern. The proposi- 
tion used in the tryouts for both men and women was: Resolved, That the 
Federal Government should adopt legislation embodying the principles of 
the Kansas Court of Industrial Relations for the settlement of labor disputes 
in public utilities. Tryout speeches are limited to seven minutes. The 
order of speaking is determined by lot. The judges are instructed to grade 
solely upon general effectiveness. 


Michigan Alpha opened the year with a luncheon given at noon on a 
Saturday near the end of October. After a good meal an informal program 
was carried out and plans made for the coming year. Among contests to be 
held by Kalamazoo College is a women’s debate with Olivet College, and a 
freshman debate with M. A. C. The debaters will probably meet Denison 
again this year as well as at least two Michigan colleges. The dual women’s 
debate with Olivet is one of the first all-women’s debates scheduled by 
Kalamazoo. The question is that of restriction of Japanese immigration. 
Albion and Hillsdale are to be the Michigan colleges met by the men. 
Harold Hawley is manager of debate. 


Colorado Agricultural College girls expect to debate eight institutions this 
year, They will probably use the Japanese immigration question. Other 
questions suggested have been the closed shop, initiative and referendum, 
and Irish home rule. The institutions they will probably meet are: Universi- 
ty of Arkansas, Drake, Washburn, Ottawa, Southwestern, Hastings, and 
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Cotner. The regular women’s triangular with Wyoming and the Colorado 
State Teachers’ College will be continued. The C. A. C. men expect to meet 
Colorado College, Denver University, C. T. C., and Wyoming. Creighton 
University of Omaha desires a return debate after last year and will prob- 
ably come to Fort Collins for it. Eight or nine of last year’s men debaters 
are back in college. 


The Wisconsin Alpha chapter will soon have ready for distribution the 
third edition of the booklet “Suggestions for Debaters.” This chapter 
has adopted the practice of publishing this booklet as a part of its program 
in stimulating forensic interest outside of the college walls. This third 
edition has been revised and new sections added so that the finished work 
will contain forty-four pages of valuable material. A total of 4,500 copies 
was distributed throughout Wisconsin last year, but the demand was far 
in excess of the number that could be furnished. The first release of this 
fall will be 5,000 copies, and the territory will be extended to cover the 
state of Illinois, and, if conditions warrant it, the entire middle west. The 
additional number of pages, the increased cost of printing, and the cost of 
mailing will prevent the program of free distribution this year and it will 
be necessary to request the sum of ten cents per copy from those who send 
for the booklet. This piece of constructive forensic work has the highest 
commendation of the National Council of Pi Kappa Delta. 


The first Pi Kappa Delta team from the Middle West to invade the Pacific 
Coast will be that from Morningside College, which returns the visit of 
Redlands University, paid to them last spring at the third convention. 
The tour will last a month. The team consisting of Leon Hickman, Ralph 
Long, Henry Marsh, and Andrew Stouffer will meet, besides Redlands, 
the University of Arizona, La Verne College, the University of Southern 
California, Willamette College, Montana Wesleyan, and a South Dakota 
college. Professor Chas. A. Marsh, our National Secretary, will accompany 
the team. The subject for debate is: “Resolved, That immigration into 
the United States should be further restricted by additional literacy tests.” 
In addition to this debate tour, Morningside men debaters will engage in a 
triangular with South Dakota University and Drake. A triangular has been 
formed by women debaters of Morningside, Iowa State Teachers’ College 
and Cornell College. They will debate the League of Nations question. Early 
in December the Morningside men defeated the Iowa State Teachers in a 
debate on the Kansas Industrial Arbitration question. In this debate Pro- 
fessor W. M. Dennis, of Simpson, acted as the sole judge. The Morningside 
negative team, which stayed at home to meet Simpson, was defeated.
